THE CHICAGO & ATLANTIC RAILWAY DIS- 
ASTER. | 
The public has scarcely had time to recover 


ness even more criminal than that of the sec- 
tion hands in the former case. 

The wrecked train left Chicago Monday 
evening at 7:45, and was on schedule time 
when it started. It is not known whether 
the engine was in proper condition or not 
when the train left, but at Palmer Station it 
became disabled and could only drive one 
side. It may at least be said that no first- 
class road would send out an engine from the 
round-house which was not in condition to 
draw its load. By the time it had reached 
Boone Grove the train was two hours late 
and yet no word had been given the fast- 
freight train which was following. The en- 
gineer of the passenger-train admits that he 
saw the head-lights of the freight, which was 
only two minutes behind, when he pulled out 
of Boone with a disabled engine, and yet 
when he stopped at the water-tank near 
Kouts Station for repairs no precautions 
were taken beyond pulling the cord of the 
semaphore light, which did not work 
or was of no use. The freight-train 
came on and struck the rear of the 
passenger. In an instant of time three or 
four cars were piled together and on fire. 
Not only was there failure to notify the 
freight of the disabled condition ‘of the pas- 
senger engine but the train hands took no 
precautions to warn it, as iscustomary when- 
ever a train becomes disabled and is so far 
behind time. If the freight-train were on 
time there was certainly no reason why the 
passenger conductor should not have known 
it was near, and if the service of the 
road is what it should be the freight con- 
ductor should have known just where or 
nearly where the passenger-train was. “As 
it appears now, both the conductors knew the 
position of the respective trains and had 
ampie time to have avoided the collision. 

The disaster is clearly inexcusable, and 
the conduct of the railroad officials after 
it occurred seems to imdicate that they 
realize it. They gave out no report of it 
until ten or twelve hours after it hap- 
pened. Meanwhile they had removed the 
dead bodies from sight, and all the in- 
jured, with me exception of one or two who 
were too badly hurt to be moved, were hur- 
med away so that they could not appear as 
witnesses before the Coroner’s jury. Nothing 
could be learned from the officials, the train 
hands, or the local employés. On every side 
was the utmost secretiveness and an appar- 
ent purpose to conceal the extent of the dis- 
aster. In this case as in almost every other 
one of the great railroad disasters of the 
year the deadly coal-stove was the immedi- 
ate cause of the horrible fatatity. In an in- 
stant after the collision the smoking-car, 
sleeping-car, and a passenger-coach were on 
fire and burning with such intense flerceness 
and heat that those wiio had escaped 
could do nothing to rescue the burn- 
ing victims. In a few minutes there 
was nothing left but a heap of débris 
and charred bones. In all probability many 
of these victims would have had a qhance for 
life but for the murderous. ves. In 
view of this fresh disaster by fire on trains, 
is it not time to hold companies criminally 
hable who continue to use stoves? It has 
been demonstrated that cars can be heated 
dy steam from the engine, not alone to the 
comfort of passengers, but with immunity 
a Sega seer fe bret steam is con- 
cerned in case of acgid ted 
cars are now ir ha co a iw te on 
over the East as well as electrically*lighted 
ones, so that there is no danger of fire from 
the lamps. It is practically settled that 
steam will answer all purposes of heating, 
and there is now no further excuse for the 
use of great iron cylinders full of red-hot 
coals which are dumped among the inflam- 
mable materials of the cars upon any sud- 
den shock. There is not a phase of this dis- 
aster which seems to admit of excuse, and it 
should be rigidly investigated by the Indiana 
officiais. Meanwhile legislative authority 
everywhere should forbid the use of the mur- 
derous car-stoves under the severest penal- 
ties, and the pubic should refuse to patron- 
ize any road using them. 


THE FALL OF GARRETT. ° 

The directors of the Baltimore & Ohio Rail- 
road Company held their October meeting 
yesterday. All random and, asit proved,’ 
wild guessing as to Robert Garrett, the Bal- 
timore & Ohio Telegraph Company, etc., 
was put to rest. Instead of being a lion in 
the path of the Western Union monopoly, 
with a thirst which could only be appeased 
by gore, this young man turns out to be a 
pitiful wreck. The first business in order 
was the receiving and accepting of Mr. Gar- 
rett’s resignation of the Presidency of the 
great railroad which had so long been con- 
trolled by the Garrett family. Two hypocrit- 
ical speeches were made in praise of his man- 
agement, when everybody knows who knows 
anything about it that his management was 
a monumental failure, the most gigantic in 
the entire history of the United States. 

Robert Garrett inherited a few years ago 
from bis father a fortune of some twenty 
millions, and that, too, not in “cats and 
dogs,“ but in stock and bonds believed to be 


small beginning the Baltimore & Ohio grad- 
ually developed into one of the great trunk 


a far-seeing, clear-headed, and eminently suc- 
cessful railroad magnate. He ranked with 
the senior Vanderbilt, Thomas Scott, ana 
Gregory Smith, and at his death it was 
supposed that the son could step into the 
father’s shoes and wear them with advan- 
tage to all concerned. But he was, as it 
proved, an unseasoned boy with a bagful of 
wild oats to sow. Convivial companions sur- 
rounded him, and the sensuous in his nature 
won the ascendency. No fortune, however 
large, no property, however good, can en- 
dure the strain of the mismanagement sure 
to follow in the train of personul profligacy. 
Negiect and waste can: undermine the best 
built financial house. The larger it is the 
swifter the ruin. 

For the first time in many a year the Balti- 
more & Ohio yesterday passed the dividend 
on the stock of the main line, declaring a 
dividend only on the Washington Branch. 
This created consternation and the market 
fell off to 115. Even as late as Tuesday night 
it was confidently expected that a dividend

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sufferer. No other railroad in the country sus- 


lic as a source of revenue as the Baltimore & 
Ohio does. Unless the property can be res- 
cued from its present low estate Baltimore 
will go into general mourning. 

The fall of Garrett is not quite wholly at- 
tributable to the mismanagement of the son. 
Some part of the fault must be laid at the 


senior Garrett was a signal example of re- 
fusal to accept the live-and-let-uve policy. 
He was not content to give his line its normal 
development. He was not particularly ava- 
ricious for himself, but he was abnormally do 
for his pet property. Perhaps if he could 
have lived to execute bis own plans he might 
have swung through, but the weak, negli- 
gent, and luxurious son found the burden 
greater than he could sustain. 


REDUCED RAILROAD BUSINESS. 
The recent mutterings about a sharp re- 
duction in the volume of railroad earnings 
in the West are justified by the returns of 
business for September on some of the lead- 
ing lines. The result was manifest in an- 
other break in prices yesterday. Northwest- 
ern and Burlington were named as having 
decreased very largely. Other roads are 
spoken of as suffering correspondingly, and 
no doubt have, even though the fact 
may be concealed for some time Jonger by 
the new found method of referring loss to in- 
creased expenditure. A road must be 
ceptionally favored that has been able to d 
a good paying business in competition with 
the many other lines that are now soliciting 
patronage in almost every one of the miles 
through which it runs. The gridironing 
and paralleling of the country have 
been performed so fully that it is' im- 
possible for all the roads in any section to 
do a volume of carrying business that would 
give a fair percentage of income on its listed 
valuation if the service be performed at 
tariff rates. The consequence is, a bidding 
tor the patronage of the public on the basis 
of an extensive reduction to those who can 
command enough trafficto make it worth 
whiie to “argue with them.“ It is true the 
officials still name the official figures as those 
from which there can be no departure, but 
privately signify their willingness to make 
them apply to only a part of the freight car- 
ried. Instances are named in which the 
evasive process of underbilling is offered to 
be performed to the extent of 25 per cent. 
The officials are willing fo carry 4,000 tons 
and charge only for the transportation of 
8,000. The shippers, of course, gain by those 
discounts, and to some extent the whole 
community in the cheapening of prices to 
consumers, and the larger residuum left to 
the producers. 

It is difficult to see how this state of things 


roads than business. A radical change would 
be possible only by a return to the pooling 
plan, and the system bas outgrown that. The 
work of parallel railroad building in terri- 
tory where new lines are a superfiuity has 
proceeded so far that any compact which 
could be made now with a view to sustaining 
rates would have little more cohesiveness 
than a rope of sand. Hence there is no way 
out of the dilema except that of waiting and 
working till the development of the country 
shall have enlarged the business to an ex- 
tent commensurate with the carrying abil- 
ities of the roads already in existence, 
and trusting to the good sense of capital 
not to make further investments in a direc- 
tion which 1s obviously to be a losing one for 
many years in the future. Meanwhile there 
is a prospect that the settling up of the coun- 
try will proceed all the more rapidly because 
of the cheapening of railroad service, while 
the great public will be the gainer by the 
misfortunes of the men who have bought 
watered stock in the transportation lines for 
far more than it is worth. But they will re- 
ceive a partial compensation by sharing in 
the benefit which very cheap railroad com- 
munication must confer upon the community 
as a whole. 


CLEVELAND QUOTING SEWARD. 

At St. Paul Mr. Cleveland dropped the cy- 
clopedia for a moment and quoted as follows 
the prediction made by William H. Seward 
in 1860 to the effect that the ultimate seat of 
empire on this continent would be located 
“not far from the head of navigation on the 
Mississippi and the great Mediterranean 
lakes 9? 2 


Iwas reminded dy the invitation which I re- 
ceived to visit the State of Minnesota and the 
City of St. Paul thata distinguished statesman 
visiting herein 1860 spoke of this place as the 
centre of the continent of North America, and 
stated his belief that the ultimate last seat of 
Government of this at continent would be 
found somewhere not far from the spot on which 
he stood, at the head of navigation of the Missis- 
sippi River. At the time of Mr. Seward's visit 
the pe ulation of your State was 172,000 ana that 
of St. Paul, its Capital city, 10,000. What shall I 
say, after twenty- seven years have passed, to 
find here a State containing nearly a million and 
a half of inhabitants and its Capital with a popu- 
3 * as great as that of the State itself 

n 


If Mr. Cleveland felt puzzled as to what to 
say about the growth of Minnesota, it must 
have been because he never read in full the 
great speech delivered in 1860 by Mr. Seward 
at St. Paul. In that speech Mr. Seward gave 
abundant and conclusive reasons for the fut- 
ure growth of the Northwest, and any one 
who will consider his argument with care 
can find little cause for inexplicable wonder- 
ment or surprise in the development of this 
section of the country. 

In brief, Mr. Seward held that the North- 
west was destined to an extraordinary career, 
because here the great Republican free 
labor party had complete control, and the 
Democratic slave labor party, to which Mr. 
Cleveland belonged, was in a hopeless 
minority and could not make its baleful in- 
fluences felt on the body politic of the West. 
Mr. Seward’s whole argument in the speech 
from which Mr. Cleveland quotes a detached 
passage was that the pro-slavery Dem- 
ocratic party would prove a curse in any 
section where it obtained control, but 
that its weakness here in the Northwest en- 
couraged the highest hopes for the prosperity 
of this section. Mr. Seward gave such con- 
clusive reasons for this belief that if Mr. 
Cleveland had ever read them he must, in- 
stead of being bewildered or confused, have 
exclaimed when he visited the Northwest 
twenty-seven years after Seward: Here 
Republicanism has had free course and been 
giorified! Here the predictions of a great 
Republican leader are being verified!” In- 
stead, Mr. Cleveland seems to have gazed 
upon Minnesota and St. Paul as on all other 
cities and States in this section in bewil- 
dered astonishment. Clearly he never read 
Seward’s speech and must have quoted from 
it at second-hand. And he doesn’t yet appear 
to comprehend why the Northwest has grown 
so great and powerful. 

At St. Paul in 1860 Mr. Seward said that he 
“came before the Republican people of Min- 
nesota as a Republican,” and it afforded him 
great pleasure to congratulate them that they 
had built up in Minnesota in nine years a 
Capital equal to the Capital built up in any 
slave State in 200 years.“ He was not sur- 
prised, however, that the Democratic States 
of the South were “dragging the chain of 
slave labor while free labor emigration was 
pouring over the Republican Northwest, 
“planting a town every day and a State 
every few years.“ Somewhere in a North- 
ern latitude, where the lands were rich and 
the people who cultivated them free and 
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namie suit his purposes. For instance, 
Mr. Seward gave the following detinition of 
the great of equal rights which was 
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As Mr. Cleveland proceeds on a tee he 
will be carried backward ” as he enters the 
Democratic section, where large numbers are 
governed by force or fraud, and stand toward 
the State Governments in the position of in- 
voluntary citizens,” having no part in the elec- 
tion of officers or the adoption of laws, be- 
cause their votes are not counted. Such is the 
practical Democracy of the Solid South,“ 
which elected Mr. Cleveland. In the section 
where it prevails he will find a privileged class 
riding bootea and spurred over the unprivi- 
leged, equal rights stamped out, and the reins 
of government put in the hands of violence 
and fraud, 

Passing from the North and West to the 
South Mr. Cleveland will not more surely 
leave behind the Chicagos, and the St. Pauls, 
and the Omahas than he will bid farewell to 
the spectacle of miilions of free citizens en- 
joying equal rights and having their lawful 
votes counted, and will advance to receive 
the greetings of a section given over to 
organized political crime. The distinction 
emphasized by Mr. Seward in 1860 exists 
today and marks the contrast between 
Northern Republicanism and Southern De- 
mocracy. A candid, unprejudiced observer 
accompanying Mr. Cleveland on his journey— 
gazing on Republicanism and its works in 
the Northwest and on Democracy and its 
tyrannies in the South—might be challenged 
to dispute the continuing truth of Mr. Sew- 
ard’s declaration that in respect to prosperi- 
ty, well-being, good government, and political 
honor the party of class rule will curse the 
sections in which it prevails, while the party 
of equal rights will promote the progress of 
the communities in which it holds sway. 
Assailed in any manner this truth remains 
impregnable. 


UNINVITED AND UNWELCOME IMMI- 
GRANTS. 

No man is allowed to enter the house of an- 
other without invitation, and when once in- 
side the door can be ejected unceremoniously 
if his conduct is offensive, even though he 
may have been hospitably received. The 
doctrine that every man’s house is his castle 
is a fundamental principle of law. Ina dis- 
cussion of the abuses of the hospitality of 
the United States as a Nation befure the 
Union League Club of this city Mr. Hermann 
Raster, the able editor of the Illinois Staats- 
Zeitung, advocated the application of this 


«| principle to aliens. The position which he 


took and the arguments he used should com- 
mand general and profound attention. Being 


subject without exciting any suspicion o 
Know-Nothingism. No man has stood up more 
stoutly than he for what he considered to be 
the rights of the foreign-born element of our 
society, and no one at all acquainted with his 
record will accuse him of any undue leaning 
to the side of the puritanism of a century ago 
which enacted the alien and sedition laws 
which proved the death of the Federal party. 
But, being a good citizen, Mr. Raster recog- 
nizes the fact that Congress has been 
strangely neglectful in making no provision 
for the exercise of the sovereign power of 
the Nation to protect itself from uninvited, 
unwelcome, and viperous intruders. 

Congress has attempted to protect the 
country from some classes of undesirable im- 
migrants by generai and specific mhibition, 
but all to little purpose. Even the sweeping 
anti-Chinese cooly act has failed to meet 
the expectations of its advocates. It is 
evaded and has become almost a dead letter. 
The Mongolians continue to pour in upon the 
Pacific coast by tricks and connivances and 
blight the industrial interest of the white 
laborers of that section. As for the legis- 
lation designed to keep out paupers, crim- 
inals, insane, and the dupes of polygamous 
proselytes, it has signally failed to reach the 
end iq view. The net lets the eels and the 

through in spite of what is done to 
prevent it. The absurd position of the Gov- 
ernment, as the laws now stand, is that the 
United States can exclude whom it pleases, 
but that once in the house the lord of the 
castle cannot put the nuisance out, no matter 
how he got in or what he is doing. As well 
say that a sot, burglar, or incendiary may be 
forbidden the premises, but if by any means 
he gets into the house there is no getting him 
out except by a writ of ejectment sued out of 
court. 

The action of Congress required to carry 
out the Raster policy would be simple. First 
of all it should assert in afew plain words 
the inherent domiciliary right, freely exer- 
cised by every other nation under the sun, to 
unceremoniously eject aliens who are obnox- 
ious. That is a universal attribute of sover- 
eignty. No nation on earth would think of 
questioning the right. This country, from 
ocean to ocean ͤ and from gulf to lake, is our 
„ castle.”” The house belongs to the citizens 
of the United States in their collective Na- 
tional capacity. This is the Raster doctrine, 
and it is perfectly sound. 

The act of Congress designed to enforce 
this doctrine of international law should 
provide for the delivery by the State av- 
thorities to the National authorities of un- 
welcome or lawless aliens without requiring 
any unnecessary judicial formality. The 
General Government should say in effect to 
each State: If there are ahens in your 
midst who are bad, mischief-making men, 
whom you want to be rid of, deliver them 
over do the Federal authorities and you will 
be.troubled with them no more. They will 
be shipped back to their native country at 
Government expense, and if they return 
again the fact that they had been once de- 
ported will be sufficient cause for their im- 
prisonment at tne option of the United States 
Government.” The time has come to do and 
say just this. 

There is no danger in this country that 
such a statute would be executed too rigor- 
ously. That is not our style and way of do- 
ing things. But even if a mistake should be 
sometimes made and an alien occasionally be 
sent back who might with safety have been 
allowed to continue disturbing the commu- 
nity, no right would have been violated. It is

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Tun New York Herald has shunted over to 
the Republican track and comes out for Col.

But the real tests for 
1888 will be the respective strength of the 
Labor vote and from which party it is drawn, 
on the one hand, and the Prohibition vote, 
which mainly comes out of the Republicans, 
on the other. After itis apparent how far the 
Prohibition vote has cut into the Republicans 
and the Labor vote bled the Democrats it 
will be in order to take out the slates and 
figure on chances in 1888. 


Lighting the City by Electricity. 

Ald. Wetherell, the Chairman of the Finance 
Committee of the City Council, and Prof. Bar- 
rett, the City Electrician, are making calcula- 
tions as to the cost of a plant for lighting the city 
with electricity. The exactions of the gas mo- 
nopolies are becoming intolerable, and Ald. 
Wetherell and several other members of the 
Council think that the city should be independent 


1 of them in the matter of illumination. Some 


months ago Prof. Barrett said that he was sure 
the city could be lighted by electricity for about 
60 per cent of what it would cost to light it by 
gas. There is reason to believe, too, that the gas 
companies will try to advance the price on the 
city as they have advanced it on the South Side 
consumers. The electric-light plant for the 
bridges will be in operation in a few days, and 
the people at large as well as the Council will 
have an opportunity to see how it works. If 
it works satisfactorily, and there is no 
doubt that it will, there is no good reason why 
the plan should not be extended. If the state 
of the city finances does not permit of its being 
extended over the entire city next year it can be 
extended over a part of the city. The business 
portion may be experimented with at first. The 
year afterwards the plant could be extended 
into the South Side as far as Twenty-second 
street and into the North Division as far as 
Chicago avenue. The illumination of the whole 
city by electricity would then be only a matter of 
a few years. No fair idea of the exactions of the 
gas companies can be obtained from their yearly 
contracts with the city. They can charge for 
such quantities as they choose and can furnish 
such an article as suits their convenience. It 
bas suited them for some time to furnish a very 
bad article. An unthinking Alderman said at 
the meeting of the Council Monday that the rem- 
edy for the gas companies’ exactions, as far as 
the city is concerned, is for the city to own its 
own gas-work:s. The remedy is for the city to 
own its own electric-lighting plant. Ald. Weth- 
erell is on the right tack just now.

When Mr. Booth strode upon the stage last

Macbeth's character—tne humanity that makes 
him overwhelmingly real to us despite the clash- 
jug qualities of bloodthirstiness and refiective- 
ness that move us to pity when perverted by 
the force of fate, and awakens sympathy when 
it cries vainly against the oppression of remorse 
and sighs for the relief of death. In giving the 
humanity preponderance over the barbarism 
in Macbeth’s nature Mr. Booth is true to the gen- 
zus of Shakspeare, even as he is in acting Othello 
when he never sinks the man in the brute 
as some great but decidedly unideal actors have 
done in our generation, His Macbeth is above 
common humanity m ite valor, while it is on a 
level with it in moral cowardice and in vacilla- 
tion of the will. Shakspeare never created 
monsters; be created men; and an actor who 
would remove either Macbeth or Othello for a 
single instant out of the sphere of sympathy 
would make the highest poetry no better than 
an oplum-eater’s dream. Here is a Macbeth 
magnificent in his rough, manly courage, piti- 
tully weak in that fibre of the soul which 
sometimes makes pigmies among men su- 
perior to giants, desperate in the 
criminality which has gone too far 
not to go farther, and sublime in that pessimism 
which makes ail earthly honor but a garish show 
as he goes Gown to dusty death. Mr. Booth is 
not a realist in the literal sense of the word as 
we use it nowadays; his idealism holds fast to 
the central human truth of the conception, and 
therefore it is that we see nothing inconsistent 
in the rude soldier who was at once a tyrant and 
a man of feeling, a philosopher and a cutthroat. 
A Zola could not draw the Macbeth of Shaks- 
peare; a Salvini could not act the Mac 
beth of Booth. It is mot necessary to dwell 
vpon the beautiful elocution with which 
the soliloguies were rendered, particularly the 
dificult one beginning It twere done, when tis 
done,” ete., for to those familiar with the play 
Mr. Booth's speaking of the lines was like an 
organ voicing well-known harmonies beneath a 
master’s touch. That the impersonation was 
uniform in its excellence one does not venture to 
assert, for, even asin Mr. Booth’s conception of 
the character one would like the note of super- 
stition more loudly sounded, so at times in his 
rendition one would wish the mechanism 
more warmly eclothed with sensibility. 
The scene in which Macbeth hints to his wife, 
whom he has left behind him in wickedness, of 
“a deed of dreadful note was treated with a 
perfunctoriness which left the speaker open to a 
suspicion of gasconade. Nothing could well have 
been finer, however, than the delivery of the 
splendid imaginative passages that mark the 
The effect was enhanced by 
making the ghost of Banquo exist only in 
the eye of Macbeth. The restraint of the actor 
was as marked as his power was unquestioned; 
indeed. only at one instant could one wish that 
restraint loosed, and that is at the line And 
dare me to the desert with thy sword,” which 
being the excess of hyperbole could not have 
deen hurt by vehemence.

ohn McNulta, Receiver of the Wabash Railway; 
Mr. W. Spicer, Chicago & Grand Trunk; and Mr. 
D. W. Caldwell, Vice-President of the Nickel- 
Plate. The discussion was a most animated one. 
unn was charged mat in spite of the 
agreement to advance export rates se- 
eral of the roads were still taking business 
ut the cut rates. It was also claimed that con- 
tracts were made by some of the roads before 
the order to advance rates was given that ex- 
tend until next January. It was thought to be 
useless under such circumstances to try to main- 
tain uniform rates, The meeting lasted all day, 
und at the time of adjournment nothing had been 
accomplished. The subject willbe brought up 
for further consideration at the general meeting 
cf the association at Chairman Blanchard's office 
today, The indications are that nothing can be 
done to bring about the restoration of east- 
ound rates, either on export or inland business. 
The fact that a few of the larger lines 
have thus far been ting bulk 
of the business. while the smaller ones have been 
barely able to secure enough freight to pay run- 
ning expenses, has made the latter very sore, 
and they do not propose to remain out in the 
cold any longer, but mean to make sich rates as 
will enable them to get a fair share of the traffic. 
So much un work has been done dur- 
ing the last month or two the roads directly 
controlled by the trunk lines that the other 
roads do not propose to hang on to the coat- 
tails of the latter any longer and aliow them- 
selves to be gradually forced mto bankruptcy. 
The fight thus far bas been confined principally 
to the export traffic, the rates on which have 
been for some time past and are still 
being cut from 10 to 12 cents per 100 
pounds. On inland traffic the rates 
were tolerably weil maintained until & 
week or two ago, but now these are also being 
freely cut, especially on oats, for which there is 
a large ~~ ny demand. The Michigan Central 
is repo to have taken out during the last 
week 100 car-loads of oats at less than agreed 
rates, and the Wabash is also accused of having 
taken a considerable amount at reduced rates. 
The cut, it is claimed, has not been made direct- 
ly by the initial roa but by their connection, 
the est Shore, which is charged with having 
thrown off the lighterage charge at New York, 
which amounts to three cents per 100 pounds, 
thus making the through rate 22 instead of 2 
cents.

Russia Asserting Her Rights ia Behring 
Sea. 


Seal poachers in Behring Sea must now dodge 
Russian, cruisers as well as American. Both 
British and American sealers have been seized 
off the Siberian coast by a Russian cruiser, ac- 
cording to the latest report brought by one of 
our own revenue cutters. Much importance may 
attach to this news. Possibly it foreshadows 
the assertion of Russian ownership over that 
portion of the sea which Russia did not convey 
to us when we bought Alaska. The significance 
of this is that codperation by Russia will greatly 
strengthen the mare clausum theory on which 
alone the United States can rest its exclusive 
title to the fisheries in that region. Even if the 
United States should establish its claim 
to the eastern haif of Behring Sea it 
would avail little if free access were given 
through the Russian or western half. And 
obviously a nation only claiming to 
own the coast on one side of an inland or land- 
locked sea has next to no case atall. Such title 
as there is is Russian, and Russia and the United 
States together have now as aclaim against 
the rest of the world as had Russia alone before 
she conveyed a 4 — to us, and when the 
United States and England so far recognized the 
Czar’s title as to bargain with him about it. 
Heretofore Russian pojicy has been to assert her 
claim in principle, but to allow it to lapse in 
fact. Our policy has been to assert it in fact by 
arresting intruders without saying anything 
about the principle. Possibly Russia at last per- 
ceives thatif England makes out her case against 
the United States Russian dominion is equally 
undermined. It should never be lost sight of 
that this is a many-cornered fight. It is England 
against the United States in form. In fact it is 
Russia and the United States against the world. 
And this is scarcely less true even if the reported 
seizures should turn out to have been made close 
to the Russian coast, and not beyond the three- 
mile limit. As to that, no details are now at 
hand.—New York Times. 


The Indiana Miners’ Strike. 

VINCENNES, Ind., Oct. 12.—[Special.}—It seems 
as if the coal-miners of Southern Indiana, and 
especially at Washington, where nearly 1,000 are 
engaged, have determined to keep up a long 
lockout. Today a manifesto was issued by the 
Miners’ Federation at Washington. The compa- 
nies are said to have for years pursued a course 
of ne persecution of men who dared to 
think for themselves. The result has been that 
the mines have been filled with the latter class 
to such an extent that the will of the company 
has been the law of the mines. Wages have 
been forced below living rates, anda united at- 
tempt is now being made to force them up. Ow- 
ing to low prices paid for work done most of the 
men are in a very r condition to stand a strike. 
Mining is from to 60 cents per ton. Day 
labor from 90 cents to i per day for men, and 
boys’ wages are in proportion. The mines have 
been kept filled with men, so that most of the 
wages have been paid in — from the company 
store, and the company claim that they pay every 
night, and so will not pay every two weeks. Or- 
ganization bas been destroyed by discharging 
those who took an active part in it. A committee 
will be appointed to solicit aid in those mines 
which are organized, and all labor organizations 
in the State will aid in this battle.

The Body of a Woman Adrift in Lake Huron 

Near the Spot Where an Unknown Ves- 

. gel Is Reported to Have Gone Down—A 

Spar Is Sticking Up in Lake Erie—The 

Southwest Gale Will Probably Use the 
Hanns Up. 

The report thatan unknown vessel foundered 
off Thunder Bay last week is strengthened by 
the discovery of a Woman's body in that locality. 
Tuesday, while the schr Belle Hanscom was sail- 
ing down Lake Huron, the almost naked body of 
@ woman passed within a few feet of the vessel. 
It was in good condition and did not appear to 
have been in the Water more than a week, The 
Hauscom was in tow of a tug and 
Capt. McLeod signaled the tug to stop, but 
she did not hear him. The body was 
not recovered. The fact that the crew of the schr 
Kolfage reported having seen a large three- 
masted vessel founder thirty miles south-south- 
east of Thunder Bay Light, and that a fisherman 
subsequently reported having discovered the 
submerged mastheads in the same locality, is 
convincing. The fisherman said the mastheads 


were three feet under water. A glance 
at the chart shows soundings of 
180 feet.
